/reported that on the day following 
resident Kennedy's announcement <T* October 22 of a quarantine on Cuba 
the following security measures ware imposed at industrial installations 
in Czechoslovakia: 

1. Following th- alert of Communist Party functionaries ie factorial 
and plants the factory branch for special tasks . (oddeleni pro -vl^.st qi 
ukoly) whose membership consists of trusted Communist Party toughs eights: 
ed security, in and around industrial installations (factory gates closed, 
documentation of all .employees entering and leaving premises checked and 
rechecked, and guards posted at strategic positions within and outside 
installations) and readied arms depots for irradiate us<z. 

2. A ban on ths use of vehicles from factory no tor pools for long- 
distant official travel went into effect. 

3. Party members were instructed to report to the factory branch 
for special tasks the names of employees who cade derogatory r snarl: s 
against the regime or who were suspected of having made them or who were 
reported to be engaged in panic buying of foodstuffs. 

4. Skeleton management staffs were put on- extra shifts, assuring 
the presence at installations at all times of some management personnel, 
together with factory militia. 
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The above measures were rescinded at sr.aU industrial installations on Novcab-r 
1 but vere still in effect on. November 3 at large factories and plants. 

7r.c same source reported that he had learned from personnel in several restaur- 
ants and cafes in Prague that plainclothes security police had circulated through 
public eating and entertainment establishments in Prague during the October 25-23 
period, -siting "suspicious or outspoken" youths to acconnany them. While the source 
had no -r.ovledse as to what happened to the youths, he exoressed the opinion that 
tneir accur.cnts nere probably "checked and that they xvere released after being 
cauticr.ea about their behavior. 

In a visit to a beer hall in Prague on November 2 the reporting officer noted 
tr.at tr.v sale of beer vhich usually goes on until closing time had stoooed at 10:00 
v.r-. A vaiter, questic." .d as to the reason for the measure, claic-d ignorance on 
the subject, saying he - *=s simply obeying instructions.
